Storm Drain Line

The county has accepted 
construction of the $586,- 
726.80 East Torrance storm 
drain, built by t h e Norco 
Construction Co. of Artesia, 
it was reported Friday.

In a letter recommending 
the action, County Flood 
Control District Chief Engin­ 
eer M. E. Salsbury reported 
that the firm completed 
work on March 19.

Plans and specifications 
for the drainage project 
were approved by supervis­ 
ors July 11, 1961, and a con­ 
tract was awarded August 
15 of last year.

Two lines were included 
In the overall drainage com­ 
plex. Streets partially af­ 
fected by construction in­ 
cluded Del Amo Blvd., Ar­ 
lington Ave., 190th St., 
Crenshaw Blvd., 188th St., 
Western Ave. and Torrance 
Blvd.

Construction included 
about a mile and a half of 
reinforced concrete open 
channel, box and pipe con­ 
duits, and supporting fix­ 
tures, it was reported.

Plans for the project were 
prepared under the direction 
of Torrance City Engineer 
W. M. Nollac. Flood control 
district personnel supervised 
construction and will oper­ 
ate and maintain the facil­ 
ity.

Cost of the Important 
drainage project was in­ 
cluded in the $225 million 
bond Issue which won voter 
approval in 1958.
